Cathedral of St, Isaac's, 
largest 
church in Leningrad and in Rus­ 
sia, and best known to all visitors 
from abroad, is about to be turn­ 
ed into a museum.

Science Board, reporting-that the 
church is falling into a dangerous 
state of disrepair and that recent­ 
ly a section of stone weighing 500 
pounds fell from a cornice of the 
building, has recommended 
that 
the building be taken out of the 
hands of the church 
authorities 
and converted into a government 
museum. The committee’s advice 
probably will be followed. 


The church has not been used 
fqr regular worship since the re- 
Vpftitien but still is considered a 
consecrated building, visited by the 
faithful for prayers. It is the chief 
architectural monument of the Or­ 
thodox church, corresponding 
to 
St. Sophia’s in Constantinople.
